No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and 
March, 1925. 


January —Outside of the Kimberley districts, where thunderstorms were fairly frequent, although 
lighter than usual; the one outstanding feature of the month was the Willy Willy of the 2Ist. This 
storm broke on the North-West Coast late on the 20th, and during the following few days the rains 
extended practically throughout the regions of the State lying to the Southward, although varying 
greatly in intensity in different districts. As a windstorm its maximum force was felt at Roebourne, 
where extensive destruction was wrought, but although strong blows were reported by observers at 
other North-West stations, and here and there in the East Gascoyne, damage was contined to isolated 
instances. Another notable feature of the storm was the unusually cool spell which followed it, the 
whole State being more or less influenced by a persistent draught of cool South to Hast winds. 


The only other rains worth mentioning were some patchy thunder falls affecting the inland 
North-West and the Eastern fringe of the wheat belt, and the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields, 
and a South coastal rain which brought good falls to the extreme South-East Coast and the neighbour- 
ing Trans-Australian stations between the 10th and 12th. 


Taking the month as a whole, defects were the rule in the Kimberlies, although LaGrange Bay, 
which is located just within the border of the West Kimberley, experienced the heaviest of the Willy 
Willy rains, as well as other heavy isolated falls, and registered the maximum excess for the State, 
viz. :—6-48 inches above the average. Broome also reported a slight excess, but other stations noted 
defects, ranging from a few points at Hall’s Creek to 5-02 inches at Derby. 


The Coastline from Broome to Fortescue and a belt of country extending in a South Hasterly 
direction through the inland parts of the DeGrey, Fortescue and West Gascoyne division, the Central 
and Southern Murchison, and the Eastern Agricultural Goldfields to the South Coast, marked the 
main region of the Willy Willy rains. Remarkably uniform totals were noted throughout this area, 
from 2 to 3 inches being the rule, although some of the Tropical stations reached 4 to 5 inches, and a 

f ew even higher amounts, and in every case substantial excesses were indicated. 


Both to Eastward and Westward of this belt of country the falls were much lighter, and defects 
appeared on the Coast between Onslow and Sharks Bay, here and there in coastal regions further South- 
ward, and also over a narrow strip running from the North Murchison through the Eastern fringe of 
the Coolgardie Goldfields. Heavier gaugings in the far North-East of the Goldfields suggested, how- 
ever, that the rains picked up again further inland. 


February —Except in the Kimberley districts, where thunderstorms were well distributed through- 
out the month, the rainfall occurred almost entirely in connection with two disturbances. Both de- 
veloped in the North-West, and the rains subsequently extended to the whole State, the dates of the 
principal falls being the 17th and 18th, and the 26th, 27th and 28th. The latter storm was of the 
Willy Willy type, and was associated with heavy gales in the North-West. The districts least affected 
by these rains were the West Gascoyne, Midland and South-West Coastal areas, while the heaviest 
downpours occurred, in both instances,in the DeGrey, North and Central Murchison areas, and 
Northern and Eastern Coolgardie Fields. In the last mentioned areas several stations registered 
totals in excess of the highest previously recorded for the month of February. 


Taking the results as a whole, excesses were shown in the Hast Kimberley, the DeGrey, Mur- 
chison, Central and Southern agricultural areas, and Goldfields. They were most pronounced on the 
North Coolgardie Field, ranging from 2 to 4 inches, and, in isolated cases, to upwards of 5 inches (5-97 
inches above at Mt. Sir Samuel), but the heaviest excess for the State was noted at Three Rivers (7-28 
inches above). In the parts of the wheat belt mentioned the departures from the average were smaller 
although still considerable. The West Kimberley stations recorded slightly less than normal falls, 


while small defects were also the rule on the Coast from Onslow Southward, and through the Midland 
country. 


Individual falls for 24 hour periods were not remarkable, considering the large excesses recorded. 
Wiluna recorded 3-30 inches on the 27th, and Three Rivers and Kookynie each 3 inches on the 20th 
and 27th respectively. 


March —A single disturbance accounted for the greater part of the rainfall during the month. 
The rains set in over the tropics and Goldfields on the opening day, and gradually became general, 
lasting until the 7th. They were decidedly patchy in character, and were particularly light over the 
greater part of the Coastal fringe between Port Hedland and Cape Leeuwin, while the districts most 
benefited were the North Coolgardie Goldfield, and parts of the Central portion of the Wheat Belt. 


In the following wee thunderstorms were fairly frequent in the Kimberley, but practically ceased 
after the 15th. In the Gascoyne and agricultural districts only a few isolated falls Boone "hee the 
Coolgardie Goldfields and the extreme South-West were visited on one or two occasions by light 
showers. A 


The rain map showed that excesses predominated over the Gascoyne, Goldfields, and E 
and Southern agricultural districts, while results were very Sonhue Bee Coastal ae ant a 
Midland districts. In the Tropics defects were the rule, but at Wyndham, owing mainly to a down- 
pour of 5-90 inches on the 2nd, an excess of 7-69 inches was noted.
